Ottawa, June 30—Hen. Dr. W. J. 
Roche, Minister of the Interldr, has 
just returned from Great Britain. The 
minister was over lihere for a couple 
of months, the prineypal object of his 
| visit Deine an inspection of immigration 
Jofffees and an Inquiry into condilions 
prevailing. Dr. Roche, who had been 
in poor health all tthe winter, Is fully 
recovered, and 3, as he expressed it to- 
day, ‘As fit as a fiddle.” 

“T visited every immigration office 
fin Great Britain, said the minster, 
| “my object being more, to gain infor- 
mation than to pave the way for the’ 
introduction of changes. We propose 
to open up a number of new offices, 
two of which will be at Carlisle and 
Peterboro. There can be no question 
that Canada is welling the best of the 
British dmmigsration, Non. John Burns 
told me that In the tast four months 
the population had increased by 81,- 
000, while in the same time jmunigra- 
tlon was 120,000. There is no ques- 
tlon tha ithe elluation ts becoming a 
problem over ‘there. Some scarcity of 
agricultural iabor ts already reported 
and the cost of labor 1s going up, with 
tiie result that Lhere ara murmurs of 
complaint and in-time>we must anttcl- 
pale some objeobions to our Inimrgra- 
{ion propaganda.” 

Some Improvements 

Dr. Roche has in view ‘the estab- 
lishment of better steamship communi- 
cation with Ireland. 2 

“We should have a weekly boat 
stopping at Queenstown,” -he — said, 
“and if this were done we would get 
a good share of the immigration now 
going by way of New York. ‘I hope 
to make anrangements for this service 
before dong." 

“The British people,’ concluded the 
Minister, “are abstaining from saying 
very much on our naval question lest 
they be understood to be dictating. but 
there Is no doubt of a profound feeling 
of disappointment over the  senate’s 
action.” 


EDMONTON SALE 
GREAT FEATURE 


Statement Made by Lord 
Strathcona in Discussing 
Land Business of 
Hudson's Bay, 


London, July 1.—At the Hudson's 
Bay company's annual meeting yester- 
day, Lord Strathcona said that the land 
sales had been distributed ‘during the 
past year as follows: 

Saskatchewan, 65 per cent.; Alberta, 
35 per cent., and Manitoba five per 
cent. 

Sales of town lots had been highly 

satisfactory, being of a total value of 
£1,275,415, against £168,580 the pre- 
vious year, the outstanding fealure be- 
ing the excellent sale at Edmonton. 
A dividend was recommended to be 
paid from the company's trade turn- 
over the same as last year, namely 20 
per cent. An interim distribution of 
i0 per cent. on account of proceeds of 
lands sales was made January last, 
and it Is now proposed to distribute a 
further 10 per cent. on this account, 

A bonus of 10 per cent. on account 
of the land department reécipts {s also 
recommended, so that the total amount 
paid under this head will be 30’ per 
cent., or £800,000, making, with 20 
per cont, from trade, a total dividend 
of 50 per cent. for the year, or £500,- 
000 on a capital of one millon ster- 
ling, It is proposed to carry forward 
on land account £156,572, against 
£271,824 the previous year.

Month of May Proved Cold and 
and Dry With Frequent 
N ght Frosts. 


Ottawa, July {Kin the Issue of ‘the 
census: and sthifdstios monthly, pre- 
Hminary ealimates are given of ithe 
areas sown to the principal grain crops 
as Well as reports on thelr condition 
at the end of May, according to the 
returns received from crop reporting’ 
correspondents throughout Canada. 
The reports show. ithat the month of 
May proved cold and dry with fre- 
quent night frosts end thal‘these oon- 
ditions, whist favorable to seeding, 
retarded the growth of the crops sown 
and oaused them to be unseasonably 
backward. 

The total aren under aviieat tn Can- 
ada {js iprovisionally estimated at 9,- 
816,300 acres, or 57,900 avres more 
than In 1942, the area in spring wheat 
benz 8,990,500 acres or 18,100 acres 
more, Oats vecupy 9,608,500 agres, 
compared. with © 9,216,900 acres. in 
1912, an inerease’ of 891,600 acres; 
warley occupies 4,425,200 acres, an 
increase. of {0,000 acres, and rye 
126,500 acres, a decrease of 9,610 ac- 
pes, For wheat, barley and oats. tak- 
on together the  inerease represents 
459,500 acres. ‘The estimated acre- 
age under hay and clover is 7,475,600 
acres compared avith 7,633,600 acres 
last year. 

Por the three northwest provinces 
cf Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Auber- 
ta the total wheat area is estimated at 
9,018,800 acres, as compared with 
8,965,800 acres last year; that o foats 
at 5.207,700 acros compared avith 4,- 
913,900 acres, and that cf barley at 
§52.600 aeres compared with 809,800 
acres, these differences resresenting 
Increases of 52,000 acres for wheat, 
293,800 acres for this and 42,800 ac- 
res for barley, or 388,600 acres for 
the ‘three erops.

DOZEN BOYS ARE 
DROWNED WAITING 
~ ATA BATHHOUSE 


Plank Breaks and They Are 
Thrown into Water Many 
Lose Their Lives, 


ORE BODIES MAY 
BE IN THE STREAM 


Thousands of Parents Crowd 
to the River Bank in Massa- 
chusetts City and They All 
Fear Children Dead, 


Lawrence, Mass., July 1.—A narrow 
wooden walk, leading over 15 feet of 
water to the municipal bath house on 
the Merrimac river, yesterday gave way 
under the tramping feet of a crowd of 
{mpatient boys, and at Ieast 12 of tho 
little fellows were drowned. ‘There 
may be more bodies in the stream. 

The boys, ranging in yeers from 
nine to 15, had come dewn an-incline 
to a level stretch of planking that led 
lo the bath house. There they waited 
for the bath house keeper to open the 
door. No one knew Jast night how 
many there were in the party that 
clambered for Blythe, the keeper, to 
“open up,’ but it is thought that 40 
was a conseryative estimate. 

: Fight minutes before the appointed 
time to open the boys let loose their 
exuberance by jumping up and down 
and tumbling: over each other. Sud- 
denly the supports at the foot of the 
incline sank. A second later the walk 
extension dropped like a trap door and 
the boys rolled into the river. 

Caught In Current. 

There is a swift current at this 
point of the river and the lads were 
caught In it. Many of them could not 
swiin. Witnesses on the river hank 
say that all disappeared in a flash, but 
a moment later there was a struggling 
mass on the surface. The strongest 
ones, who could swim, struck out for 
}the boathouse, and as a score saved

themselves their cries brought ald 
and they were pulled ashore. 
Vive unconscious. forms — were 


brought from’ the water, and two of 
these were finally resuscitated. if- 
forts to restore the others were futile. 

It was thought at first, that only 
three were drowned, and it was not 
until two hours Jater that the probable 
loss of life was realized. Joba 
Mooney, eight years old, awoke the po- 
lice to the true situation. In- the 
crowd of distracted friends on shore

“tT don't see Rollie; he may ba

When the work>seased’ lale last 
night 12 bodies had been recovered. 

Most of the youths were from the 
milk district and when word of the ac- 
cident reached. their homes thousands 
crowded the river bank. In the con- 
fusion: fathers and mothers Jost track 
of their eniidren and fear that they had 
been in the swimming party caused the 
parents to besiege the police with in- 
quities, © This led to conflicting re- 
porls of the number drowned.

WHY IS ‘THE MAYOR DISPLEASED WHEN

It was when the street railway superintendent pointed out in his reports to the commis: 
sionevs that one of the principal reasons for the constantly-recurring deficit in that utility 
was due to the fact that the utilily was tremendously overloaded with capital charges, that it 
had heen paying interest and sinking fund for three dollars for every two dollars of which it 
had the use, that the mayor commenced to badger the street railway superintendent and to 
embarrass him with cost experts and unsolicited assistant superintendents, and generally to 
indicate by his actions that he did not like the present management of the street railway, 

It was when the superintendent of the power house put that institufion upon ¢ basis 
which permitted a reduction of power rate to the street railway, at the same time showing 
a hvalthy monthly surplus which might be applied to the wiping out of the mistakes ol 
past administrations, that the mayor commened to show discontent with the power Supetin- 
{endent, and it was upon the very point of reduction of rates to the street railway that the 
mayor “went fo the mat’’ with the superintendent of the power house. 

Quite evidently these two superintendents were making progress with the problem 
of reducing the deficit of the street railway and quite evidently the mayor was displeased with 


this.

PERKINS’ PLAINT OF 
MISDIRECTED JUSTICE. 


George W. Perkins, angel to the progressives in 
the last presidential campaign, and the man,who 
made the Harvester merger in United States, com- 
plains that Melvin Jones, who operated in Canada, 
was knighted for doing the same thing that United 
States is about to indict him for doing. 

Waiving the point that it was an evidence of 
weakness upon the part of the Canadian privy 
council which boosted Melvin Jones into the 
knighthood, there is ground and justice to Perkins’ 
complaint. 

The United States goes on the understanding 
that any merger which places the control of the 
manufacture of any necessity in. the hands of one 
company is a public menace and should at once be 
shattered and scatteréd into its original parts. What 
the United States trust law fails to take cognizance 
of is that it is only by the larger aggregation Of 
capital and by the centralizing of the control of the 
industries that economies can be effected. By 
scattering the merger into its original parts the Uni- 
ted Siates anti-trust law cannot fail to defeat the 
very purpose for which that law is supposed to 
strive, cheapness to the consumer, for the reason 
that cheapness in production is made impossible. 
They merely turn back the clock. | 

Canada js very foolish in its dealing with many 
of the larger problems in industrialism, but it is. not 
quite so foolish as United States, as Perkins very 
evidently sees. Canada, at least, tacitly, realizes 
that the solution is not indismembering the indus- 
trial amalgamation, which is a perfectly natural 
phenomena, but In-taking away from it any special 
privileges it enjoys. In this behalf Canada at least 
goes as far as to provide in Its laws that when there 
is evidence that a combine exists the tariff upon the 
product which the combine furnishes is automati- 
cally lifted. The trouble in Canada is that that 
law, founded upon this perfectly sound principle, 
is not carried out. Nevertheless, the time will come 
when it will be; and when, if the elimination of the 
tariff is not sufficient to place the trust upon a pro- 
per basis, then that some other privileges will be 
withdrawn, such, for.instance, as the right to hold 
without using them natural resources necessary to 
the business in which it is engaged. When any 
country gets this far along the mergers wil! not 
hurt much—at least so far as the farmer is con- 
cerned.

That worthy champion of the franchise ‘grab- 
ders, the Edmonton Journal, is now attempting to 
disseminate the suspicion that the water alderman,

It scarcely needed a report from Washington to 
convince the people of the country that only most 
delicate maneuvering can prevent a split in’ the 
Wilson cabinet. In the brief time during which he 
has held office Attorney. General McReynolds has 
been guilty of two very had ¢:tors. The first was 
his attempt to put through congress a bill imposing 
a special confiscatory tax on the corporttiions 
which were born of the dissolution of the tobacco 
trust. The second was his effort to delay the trial 
of the Diggs-Caminetti white slaye case in San 
Francisco In order to accommodate a fellow cabi- 
net officer. Both errors were of a nature which 
demanded the official notice of the president, and 
a reversal by him of his attorney-general’s action. 

In the case of the tobacco company tax. biil; 
President Wilson repudiated the action of his at- 
torney-general directly and openly and without re- 
servation. Possibly he believed he could do this 
and avoid disruption of his official family, because 
after all in making his ruling he was convicting 
McReynolds of nothing more than an er-.r in 
judgment. 

But in considering the mixup over the order 
postponing the Califcriia white slave case, Pres!- 
dent Wilson found himself confronted by a much 
more serious situatio:. No mere tactical mistake 
was involved, and he sdopted a curiously shallow 
makeshift policy in dealing with the situation. It 
may be that President Wilson thinks the delivery 
of a backhanded slap at McReynolds rather than a 
blow straight from the shoulder savés the attor- 
ney-general’s face and vindicates him in the opin- 
ion of the natlon, but in time ie will learn that he 
is mistaken.

Saloniki, July 41—The general sub- 
ject of yestencay’s orders to the Bul- 
garian troops -here wero to surrender 
thelr army and. quit the town under 
Greek escort.

Says Men are Oowards and 
There Ought to Be Laws 
to Keep Them at Home. 


IN EAVOR OF PUTTING 
WIVES IN THEIR JOBS 


She Wears a Dress that Looks 
Like a Uniform and Has a 
Revolver anda Club, and 
She Makes Arrests. 


New York, June 80.—Mrs, Astrid 
Wolfe is the only woman in all New 
York who is registered on the police 
roster as & night watchman avith all the 
——powers and privileges of a speoial 
policeman, and she says that women 
are more fitted than men for police 
duty because they are braver, Men 
are naturally cowards and women are 
not, In the opinion of Mrs. Wolfe, and 
therefore thero ought to be a law keep- 
ing men from’ being policemen and let- 
ting their wives takes their places, If 
they have no wives, then their mothers 
and sisters ought to have the Jobs, and 
see that the law of the land is respeoted 
and obeyed. 

Mrs. Wolfe lives In a West Elghth 
street studio and for five years sho 
has had charge of that structure and 
the two adjoining. To preperly ft 
herself for guarding the buildings she 
obtained a night watchman's perimli at 
police headquarters, registered her 
name and obtained a night stick and 
revolver. In the years that she has 
watched over her charges, she has ne- 
ver failed to make an arrest when occa- 
sion derianded, and never lost a pri- 
soner after announcing that he wag her 
captive. : 


Wears Uniform Like Dress 


On duty Mrs. Wolfe wears a regula-

|HELPFUL HINTS TO 


MOTOR-CAR OWNERS 


Though the habit of starting a 


motor with a.sudden. roar. and then 
rushing back to the throttle leyer 
to slow it down {s. quite common. 
It is by no means good practice, 
either from. the point-of 
the motor dtself or of the persons 
who are forced to listen to tre racket 
If the motor refuses to start easily 
with the throttle only partly open, the 
difficulty can be surmounted by giving 
the crank a turn or two with the throt- 
tle wide open and the ignition switched 
off and then cranking with the throttle 
partly closed and the ignition on. Tha 
idea is simply-that the first turn fills 
the cylinders with good, rich gas and 
leaves the motor ready to start rapidly 
when the spark passes the gap, 

When washing out a filler, such as 
an oll filter, care should be taken to 
ass the gasoline or other washing 
luid through the wire gauze in the 
direction opposite to the normal flow 
of oil thrugh the device. The reason 
for this is that if gasoline is passed 
through {n-the same direction as the oil 
it will probably leave particles of fluff, 
or other substance that might have 
been caught, sticking just where they 
were, while washing in the opposite 
direction would dislodge them. 

OU in tires Is a thing to be avoided. 


One way is not to put any oil on the} 


plunger of a hand tire pump. Rather, 
use dry graphite in small quantities. 
fven too much araphite is to he 
avoided, because of the possibility of 
clogging the valve. 

In order to become familiar with 
the Idcation and ‘‘feel” of the lever it 
is advisable for motorists to use the 
emengency brake occasionally in ordin- 
ary work, This is suggested so that 
in the event of an emergenoy there will 
be no fumbling in using it. Also this 
occasional use Will reveal when the 
brake {s out of order, 

While regrindigg valves, it Is. ad- 
visable to use 4 light spring under the 
valve head, actng to raise the valve 
from the seat; the valye should be 
worked up and down so as to work the 
abrasive material on to the seat. In 
grmding, the valve should be rotated 
with a reciprocating motion, not turn- 
ed continually in one- direction, else 
ridges will he formed. 

A cone olutch is very easy to keep 
in. condition, but when it slips it 1s 
liable to give all sorts of trouble. For

freight Workers prevailed in Bradford, 
Yorkshire, the center of the heavy 
woollen district, and has just been 
brought to a successful conclusion, 
The terms of the. settlement included 
recognition of the men's union, conces- 
sions in regard to hours, and reinstate 
ment of all strikers. Three months’ 
notice prior to January {st in any year 
must be given to end the agreement, 
and one week's notice before any strike, 
Big disturbances marked the duration 
of this strike.
